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PENTECOST - A TIME FOR 
REBIRTH AND RENEWAL 

PENTECOST - fifty days after the 
Festival of Passover and the Easter event 
— is a time which is often celebrated as the 
birthday of the Christian Church. The 
symbolism of the day includes such 
manifestations of the Spirit as the wind, 
tongues of fire, and the dove. In 
congregations which utilize the traditional 
liturgical colors on vestments and chancel 

'^s furnishings, the color of the day is red. 
But why should we today observe this 
ancient celebration? It is, as one scholar 
has put it, that the church takes time 
seriously "Just as our ordinary daily tasks 
and activities are regulated by clocks and 
calendars, so also our spiritual life and 
growth are ordered by 'times and seasons' 
. . . And the things that are temporal 
become sacraments of the things that are 
eternal." (Massey H. Shepherd Jr., The 
Worship of the Church) 

The Jewish | Festival of Pentecost was, 
according to the Scriptures, the time when 
the disciples who had been disheartened 
and scattered following the crucifixion 
finally found themselves caught up by the 
power of the resurrection and became 
apostles sent to proclaim that good news to 
the whole world. As those who have 
inherited their message and their 
ministry, we can find in Pentecost a fitting 
occasion to recall the details of the 
church's birth. 

Communication seems to have been a 
basic ingredient of that first Christian 
Pentecost. When the disciples were "filled 
with the Holy Spirit," according to the 
account in Acts, they were enabled to 
communicate freely with visitors from 

s ___^.many nations the mighty works of God 

which they themselves had seen. "This 

Jesus," Peter reminded his hearers, "God 

raised up, and of that we are all witnesses .

Repent, and be baptized every one of 
you in the name of Jesus Christ for the 
forgiveness of your sins; and you shall 
receive the gift of the Holy Spirit." (Acts 
2:32,38) 

Sometimes called Whitsunday ("White 
Sunday" after the white worn by 
candidates for baptism), Pentecost has 
long been an occasion for baptisms and for 
confirmation of membership in Christ's 
church. It is still so used in many 
congregations of the United Church of 
Christ. The church is regularly in need of 
rebirth and renewal, and the Holy Spirit in 
the lives of its members is the necessary 
essential for that process.

The calf and the lion and the 
fatling together, and a little child shall 
lead them. The cow and the bear shall 
feed; their young shall lie down together; 
and the lion shall eat straw like the ox."

OUTREACH 



Two highlights of the work of the 
Outreach Commission will be shared with 
delegates to the Annual Meeting of the 
Southeast Conference: 

(1) Plans are underway for the 
formation of a New Community of Faith in 
Decatur, Morgan County, Alabama, which 
is the second fastest growing area in that 
state. A committee composed of members 
from the United Church of Huntsville, St. 
John's Church in Cullman, First Church 
and Pilgrim Church in Birmingham will 
act as sponsors. The committee will make 
plans for advertisements concerning the 
United Church of Christ through the media 
in that area with the object of gathering 
interested persons this fall. If successful, a 
house church with zero subsidy will be the 
first fruit of the venture with hopes for an 
eventual full scale United Church. 

(2) A new emphasis upon stewardship 
for Southeast Conference will be an 
outgrowth of a Stewardship Seminar to be 
held at Berry College, Rome, Ga., just 
prior to the Annual Meeting of the 
Conference. The Rev. David Langerhans 
of the Stewardship Council will be 
resource leader. An intensive program of 
stewardship education and goal setting 
will be the major theme. Delegates will be 
from the Outreach Commission and other 
interested parties.

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World Hunger 
Continues 

Since January 24, to the end of March, 
approximately 670,000 victims have died of 
Hunger — or Hunger-induced diseases. 
What is the prognosis — the outlook? 

Although the administration recently 
increased the current fiscal budget for 
food procurement under the Food for 
Peace program, knowledgeable White 
House watchers warn that the "increase- ' 
may never become viable because any 
foods not shipped before June 30 become a 
charge against the 1976 budget. 

The greater part of Food for Peace 
government funds are in the Title I 
category — food sales in long-term credits 
with much going to countries like S. 
Vietnam and Cambodia. Smaller increas- 
ed funds for Title II (voluntary agencies) 
programs may also face difficulties. 

All the projects launched by U. S. 
Protestant churches to cut back locally on 
food consumption, put the heat on 
Congress to raise funds for hungry people 
anywhere, if they should succeed, would 
not make a measurable dent in the 
problem of World Hunger. Action to 
petition Congress for large-scale assist- 
ance would be a vital accomplishment. 
The most for the dollar can be sent from 
CROP and Church World Service.
